CPI introduced self and showed State Id. 

Cl I gave and explained the Notification of Report of Suspected CA/N and Information Brouchure. 
(Tent demonstrated understanding of forms, signed, and had no questions. 

CPI gave and explained Appeals Brochure. 

There are no racial or cultural barriers that affect the delivery of services to the family. 

CPI conducted adult substance abuse screen with client and shared results (please see substance abuse 
screen which was completed in SACWIS). Client denies any substance abuse issues and there are no 
recommendations from this assessment. 

6.1 I conducted domestic violence screen with client (Please see domestic violence screen which was 
completed in SACWIS). Ghent denies any current or past domestic violence issues. There are no 
recommendations from this screen. CPI completed home safety checklist, which client signed. Parent 
denies residing out of state. She denies any native American ancestry'. 

CPI interviewed Julia and she states: 

Julia initially indicated she wanted to interview with her attorney present. CPI told her that could be 
arranged and reminded her of that several times when she began talking. She reported the incident started 
when Kevin, father had to perform at a concern for work and wanted to take Madeline. She wanted to 
assure that Madeline would be supervised and safe while he was working. Kevin said Madeline could run 
around on the stage while he was performing. She did not believe this would be safe. She was worried 
about his ability' to supervise while he was working. It was a festival so she was worried people would be 
drinking. He then said his friends parents would baby' sit. The parent has Parkinson and she did not 
believe this would be adequate. She told him she has right of first refusal if he is using a babysitter. She 
reports initially Kevin was holding Madeline on the street. She asked him to get him off the street and he 
refused. She took bag of toys from him and tossed them in yard to encourage him to get Madeline off the 
street. He then closed her trailer door and refused to move so she could get in the trailer. She asked him 
to leave many times and he wouldn't. She told him standing m front of door and refusing to move was an 
attempt to intimidate her. He finally left and told the police she pushed him. She denies she pushed 
him. 1 

She reports she lived with Kevin on and off for a year and a half. She reports when she got pregnant 
Kevin became aggressive and would quickly get angry. He would shove things in her face, scratched her 
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several time and threw tilings. He has threatened to choke her and to kill her. In the past Kevin's mother 
questioned if he had a mental illness. She reports on April 14th Kevin pushed her. She had invited him 
to go with her and Madeline so he could see Madeline ride a pony. Kelvin was at car talking to Madeline 
and then pushed Julia. 

Kevin told her he never wanted full custody of Madeline, his parents pushed him to push for it.
